Like others of its type, this mask is 
pigmented with white riverine clay, black prepared 
from charcoal, and orange-red camwood. 

Young women often applied orange-red camwood 
as part of coming-of-age rites. Men also used the 
color as a cosmetic to decorate their bodies for 
title-taking rites. The “elephant” of this mask is 
deliberately distorted, with the trunk (which is 

of course the elephant’s nose) erupting from the 
forehead; the tusks are correctly placed beside the 
mouth as if coming out of it. A humanoid nose, in 
addition to the trunk-nose, indicates that this is 

a composite human/animal mask, and the 
deliberate lack of naturalism indicates that this 

is a spirit that is neither elephant nor human, 

but with aspects of both.

This is typical in the Ozo title society in the 
north-central zone of Igbo territory, from 
which most ikenga of style originate. It is 

of the “classic” naturalistic type, a seated 
man with horns sprouting from his head. 

A large knife (locally called a “cutlass”), is 
held in his right hand, and a trophy head 

is held in his left hand. Sacrifices are made 
to ikenga altars by devout men, at least 
once every four days as well as before 
important events in a man's life such as a 
long journey, a land dispute or problems 
with family members. The ikenga is meant 
to protect its owner and guide him toward 
material and social success, including the 
taking of higher title, a fruitful harvest, and 
marrying a second wife. When successful, 

a man will thank his ikenga with an offering, 
such as a chicken or a goat. It appears that 
in the past, a man who prayed and sacrificed Р р 
to insure success had only failure in life | 
might destroy his ikenga for letting him 
down. In much earlier times, the warrior 
returned from battle with a trophy head, 
his evidence of success, the very trophy 
head carried jn the left hand of the ikenga 
image. The Igbo are highly competitive 
people, but no longer take the heads of 
their enemies, only their money! See Cole

The mask, of a light 
wood shows considerable signs of use and wear including 
repairs. Maiden masks are called ikorodo in this region 

and in the Awka/Onitsha/Anambra valley to the south 

and west. These masks were danced in tightly-fitting body 
suits of multicolored applique cloth, and only by men, who 
caricatured the high-stepping style of girls' dancing. Masked 
dancers honoured marriageable girls and remote ancestors. 
White chalky color is a reference to pretty, pure, virginal 
young girls and symbolizes the presence of ancestors and 
the ‘incarnate dead’, who return to the human community 
to entertain and to be honoured by the living. The 
apparent contradiction is not problematic for the Igbo, 
whose masks are often ambiguous and ambivalent - this is 
part of the puzzle that masking often presents in African 
life. This mask is typical of this genre in the three semi- 
circular crests worn by young women. In fact hairstyles 
were never as complex and dramatic as these crests are, 
and seldom if ever had open spaces as seen on this and 
other masks of this type. These masks became exercises 
in carving virtuosity as artists competed to see who could 
create the most elaborate mask. No two are alike. See

The figures 
were members of a god’s family (smaller 
figures were “children”), and usually 

they were all housed together in a single 
shrine near the center of the community. 
Occasionally they were dispersed among 
major lineages and housed in the meeting 
houses of titled elders within the compound 
of an extended family. The forehead scars, 
called ichi, indicate this deity to be a 
wealthy and prestigious titled person.

Reference Prof. Herbert Cole: This Mumuye figure in 
the Ebinger collection is of fine quality. It is slender 
and columnar, with elongated limbs. The torso 
appears quite thin from the frontal view, with three 
rhythmically disposed massive and volumetric units: 
the head, shoulder saddle, and pelvic zone. From 
the side view one notes the rhythmic “notching” of 
arms and legs - rough indications of joints. This is 
typical of the “Mumuye aesthetic”. The “hooded” 
head, with long “ears” on either side, shows rather 
roughly carved facial features in a small face above 

a long neck. The arcing hood shape of the head 

is reiterated on a larger scale by the arms and 
shoulder saddle, and the verticals of ears and arms 
are echoed in the legs below, the space between 
which is a negative reflection of the torso above. 
This conception, a pleasing interplay of solid and void 
from the frontal view, lends quality and presence 

to this figure, and the somewhat irregular, angular 
rhythms of the side view also add to the artist’s 
success in our eyes. Probably carved for use in 
shrines belonging to male-led cults dealing with a lot 
of varied situations: divination (for example, fortune 
telling, the recovery of lost property, determining 
causes of misfortune, disease or death), protection 
(for example from drought or human enemies), 
human and agricultural fertility and productivity, and 
healing. It is impossible now to determine the exact 
function of any one figure, and their names too are 
lost. One can say, then, that these figures functioned, 
with supernatural help, to promote health, welfare, 
and prosperity.
